The following interesting paper on 
Methodism in East Liverpool was read 
at a recent meeting of the Epworth 
League of the First M. E. church. It 
is of so much historical value that 
the New’s Review gladly welcomes the 
opportunity to publish it, that it may 
be preserved: 
Only a little more than 75 years 
ago the 
position of East Liverpool 
was indicated by a narrow winding 
path fitting itself to the curves of the 
Ohio river and having been first made 
by the 
herds of deer that, roamed 
over the wooden hillsides and 
the 
bands of Indian warriors that camped 
along the banks of the Ohio. Slightly 
scattered, but near this path, had been 
erected the humble cottages of six 
pioneer families and on the hillside 
nearby stood a little log school house, 
and to this 
little group h'.’.d been 
given the 
name 
of 
Fawcettstown, 
which was changed a little later to 
East Liverpool. 
The little log school house w’as a 
most primitive one, and from its con­ 
struction it was evident that no arch­ 
itects had vied with each other in 
submitting plans. It did not even pos­ 
sess a door, but, being on the steep 
hillside, it was entered frow* under­ 
neath by meany of a ladder. Its win­ 
dows were a heavy quality of paper 
which had been made partially trans­ 
parent by means of an application of 
grease. 
Its seats were rough hewn 
and entirely innocent of backs. 
Its 
roof was of crude (-Inboards and its 
ventilation perhaps its only perfect 
feature. Criticise though we may the 
construction of 
this building, 
we 
must honor and revere tho men who- 
built it, for their purpose was 
an 
honest one—th** advancement of edu­ 
cation and civilization. It is interest­ 
ing to note how closely Christianity 
and education have 
been allied in 
every great reform and civilization 
movement, and how often the building 
which has sheltered the one has be­ 
come the birthplace of tho other. We 
are not surprised, then, to learn that 
in the little log school house originated 
the 
first Methodist society in East 
Liverpool. 
It 
was 
in 
the 
year 
T823 
that 
a traveling preacher 
from 
Wheel­ 
ing, who was known as Rev. Brown, 
came here and organized a small class 
of eight of ten members, and since 
that time the light of Methodism has 
never Tai'cd to burn. True the lights 
have 
sometimes burned low, but tho 
revival meetings, which have 
ever 
been a strong feature of Methodism, 
have been like camp fires along the 
way. 
Tho history of that first class 
would indeed be interesting .but un­ 
fortunately very little record has been 
left of it, and long since all its mem 
hers have been called to 
a 
class 
where the sessions are eternal. 
It was in 1837 that William Phelps 
and others of pioneer Methodism de­ 
termined to build a church. The strong 
and resolute purpose of Mr. PhlHipa 
is shown by the 
fact that he mort­ 
gaged his farm heavily in order to 
accomplish this great undertaking. In 
honor of his memory it may be said 
that he 
made perhaps the 
greatest 
financial sacrifice ever known in East 
Liverpool Methodism. 
Some idea of 
the 
character of this man may be 
surmised from an incident which oc­ 
curred while he was superintendent 
of the Sunday school. While offering 
prayer he 
discovered a mischievous 
boy in the act of some misdemeanor, 
and ceasing in his prayer he walked 
back in the room, severely chastised 
the boy, and returning took up the 
(Continued on Fifth Page.)

Pittsburg, April 23.—Surveyors who 
are evidently at work for some big 
road are looking over the old aban­ 
doned grade of the famous State Line 
railroad, between New C astle and the 
Ohio line. 
More than 45 years ago 
the people of New Castle and Law­ 
rence subscribed thousands of 
dol­ 
lars to build this road, which was to 
be a connecting link between the She- 
nango valley m etropolis and the Penn­ 
sylvania & Ohio railroad a t Home­ 
wood. 
The building of the New Cas­ 
tle and Beaver Valley railroad, now 
owned by he Pennsylvania company, 
killed the original project, aud Law- 
rence county was swam ped with debt. 
For m ore than IO miles the road was 
graded, and the deep cuts, high bills 
and crumbled trestlew orks are today 
mournful m onum ents to an enterprise 
th at failed. 
Some big com pany is now interested 
in the line, and it is thought that it 
will be completed and m ade a connect­ 
ing link between the Buffalo. Roches­ 
ter & P ittsburg and the new Pittsburg- 
Toledo line. 
, 
T he new Toledo-Pittsburg line is to 
have a New Castle connection 
and 
may eventually establish a through 
service to New York via the Buffalo, 
R ochester & 
Pittsburg, 
the 
Beach 
Creek and the Reading system s.

railroad will be followed from New

M ethodism in E a st Liverpool was read 


at a recent m eeting of the 
Epw orth 


League of the F irst M. E. church. 
It 


Is of so much historical value th at 
the New’s Review gladly welcomes the 
opportunity to publish it, th a t it may 
be p reserv ed : 
Only a little m ore than 75 years 
ago the 
position of E a st Liverpool 
was indicated by a narrow winding 
path fitting itself to the curves of the 
Ohio river and having been first m ade 
by the 
herds 
of deer that roamed 
over tho 
wooden hillsides and 
the 
bands of Indian w arriors th a t camped 
along the banks of th e Ohio. Slightly 
scattered, but near this path, had been 
erected the 
hum ble cottages of six 
pioneer families and on th e hillside 
nearby stood a little log school house, 
and to this 
little group h'.\d been 
given the 
nam e 
of 
Faw cettstow n, 
which w'as changed a little later to 
E ast Liverpool. 
The little log school bouse was a 
m ost prim itive one. and from its con­ 
struction it was evident th a t no a rc h ­ 
itects bad vied with each other in 
subm itting plans. It did not even pos­ 
sess a door, but, being on the steep 
hillside, it was entered fro;-.* under­ 
neath by m eans of a ladder. Its win­ 
dows were a heavy quality of paper 
which had been m ade partially tra n s ­ 
parent by m eans of an application of 
grease. 
Its seats were rough hewn 
and entirely innocent of backs. 
Its 
roof was of crude (’Inboards and its 
ventilation perhaps its only perfect 
feature. 
Criticise though we may th** 
construction of 
this 
building, 
we 
m u st honor and revere til© men who- 
built it, for their purpose was 
an 
honest one—tin* advancem ent of edu­ 
cation and civilization. 
It 1h in te re st­ 
ing to note how closely C hristianity 
and education have 
been allied in 
every g reat 
reform and civilization 
movement, and how often the building 
which has sheltered the one has be­ 
come th** birth plaice of the other. W e 
are not surprised, then, to learn that 
in the little log school house originated 
the 
first M ethodist society in E ast 
Liverpool. 
It 
was 
in 
the 
year 
t823 
that 
a 
traveling preacher 
from 
Wheel 
ing, who was known as Rev. Brown, 
cann* h e r e and organized a small class 
of eight of ten m em bers, and since 
that time the light of Methodism haw 
never fai’ed to burn. True the lights 
have 
som etimes burned low, but tho 
revival meetings, which have 
ever 
been a strong feature of Methodism, 
have been like cam p fires along the 
way. 
The history of that first class 
would indeed be interesting .but un­ 
fortunately very little record bas been 
left of it, and long since all its mem 
hers have been called to 
a 
class 
w here the sessions are eternal. 
It was in 1837 th at William Phelps 
and others of pioneer Methodism de­ 
term ined to build a church. T he strong 
and resolute purpose of Mr. Phillips 
is shown by the 
fact th a t he m ort­ 
gaged his 
farm heavily in order to 
accomplish this g reat undertaking. In 
honor of his m emory it may be said 
th at he 
m ade perhaps tho 
greatest 
financial sacrifice ever known in E ast 
Liverpool Methodism. 
Some idea of 
the 
character of this m an may be 
surmised from an incident which oc­ 
curred while 
he was superintendent 
of the Sunday school. W hile offering 
prayer he 
discovered a mischievous 
boy in the act of some m isdem eanor, 
and ceasing in his prayer he walked

FLOOD PREVENTION. 
As long as rain falls and rivers run, 
cities and towns along big rivers like 
the Ohio are likely to experience sea­ 
sons of high water, both spring and 
fall, with consequent damage. 
After 
every freshet the papers are full of 
discussion as to the cause of floods 
and as to possible methods of pre­ 
venting their recurrence. Now. in the 
order of nature, man, with all his 
twentieth century wisdom, can 
no 
more prevent floods than he could in 
Noah’s time. But by the exercise of 
foresight be may be able to prevent 
much destruction thereby; and fur­ 
ther, he may be' able, to some extent. 
to regulate the stage of water. 
The primary cause of the rivers 
swelling and spreading beyond their 
banks after each heavy rain, as long 
ago pointed out by scientists, is 
the 
destruction of the woodlands at the 
headwaters of the streams. Removal 
of the trees causes the snows to melt 
more 
quickly and the rain water to 
run more swiftly from the naked hill­ 
sides. 
Could the forests remain as 
nature intended, nature would regu­ 
late her forces; more of the water 
would soak into the ground, and there 
would be less for the streams to car­ 
ry off. 
This of course applies to the 
spring rains. 
In the fall the accumu­ 
lation of forest leaves and healthy veg­ 
etation would also cause the absorp­ 
tion of a large share of moisture and 
the streams 
would not receive the 
water faster than they could carry it. 
A secondary cause of floods is en­ 
croachments upon the river channels. 
No large city along the Ohio or any 
otheY important stream can be found 
where a portion of the river bed has 
not been filled in. Railroads and man­ 
ufacturing firms occupy 
acres 
of 
‘made land,” all of which was allot­ 
ted by nature to the river. The stream 
is narrowed until it must run high or 
not at all to carry off surplus water. 
Millions of dollars of damage result 
annually from this cause.

The general idea seems to 
be that the butcher keeps his block 
smooth by merely sawing off the rough 
section.

Bringing it down swiftly from 
a vertical* position above his head, toe 
blade is made to pass between his legs, 
skimming the surface of the block with 
great dexterity.

Some three

Only a little more than 75 years 
ago the 
position of E ast Liverpool 
was indicated by a narrow winding

by the

bands of Indian warriors that camped 
along the banks of th** Ohio. Slightly 
scattered, but near this path, had been 
erected the

East Liverpool. 
The little log school house was a 
most primitive one, and from its con­ 
struction it was evident that no arch 
Recta had vied with each other in 
submitting plans.

Its win­ 
dows were a heavy quality of paper 
which had been made partially trans­ 
parent by means of an application of 
grease.

F L O O D P R E V E N T I O N . 
Ab long as rain falls and rivers run, 
cities and towns along big rivers like 
the Ohio are likely to experience sea­ 
sons of high water, both spring and 
fall, with consequent damage. 
After 
every freshet the papers are full of 
discussion as to the cause of floods 
and as to possible methods of pre­ 
venting their recurrence. Now, in the 
order of nature, man, with 
all 
his 
tw entieth century wisdom, can 
no 
more prevent floods than he could in 
N oah’s time. Rut by the exercise of 
foresight be may be able to prevent 
much 
destruction thereby; and fur­ 
ther, he may be' able, to some extent. 
to regulate the stage of water. 
The 
prim ary cause of the rivers 
swelling and spreading beyond their 
banks after each heavy rain, as long 
ago pointed out by scientists, is 
the I 
destruction of the woodlands a t the j 
headw aters of the stream s. Removal 
of the trees causes the snows to melt 
more 
quickly and the rain w ater to J 
run more swiftly from tilt' naked hill ! 
sides. 
Could the forests rem ain as J 
nature intended, nature would regu* j 
late 
her forces; mort* of the w aterI 
would soak into tin* ground, and there j 
would be less for the stream s to car­ 
ry off. 
This of course applies to the j 
spring rains. 
In the fall the accum u­ 
lation of forest leaves and healthy veg­ 
etation would also cause the absorp­ 
tion of a large share of moisture and 
the stream s 
would not receive the 
water faster than they could carry i t . 1 
A secondary cause of floods is en­ 
croachm ents upon the river channels. 
No largo city along the Ohio or any 
o ther Important stream can be found 
where a portion of the river bed has 
not been Ailed in. Railroads and m an­ 
ufacturing firms occupy 
acres 
of 
made land,” all of which w’as allot­ 
ted by nature to the river. The stream 
is narrowed until it m ust run high or 
not at all to carry ofT surplus water. 
Millions of dollars of damage result 
annually from this cause. 
As was said in tho outset, floods 
cannot be wholly prevented. But they 
can be made less destructive. 
Even 
the rainfall can he 
regulated to a 
great 
extent, so that showers will 
come when they art* needed, instead 
of in continuous rains lasting for days, 
perhaps follow’od by months of drouth. 
The first remedy is scientific forestry 
the preservation of woodlands now 
standing and the cultivation of more.! 
The second is 
the curtailm ent of en-*' 
enrichm ents upon river banks and the 
construction of retaining walls to pre­ 
vent the spread of waters to manu-l 
faeturing properties.

A T a *Payer Questions the Wisdom of 
Carrying Out Present Plans 
of Paving. 
1 To th(“ Editor of the News Review. 
I desire to raise a question as to the 
advisability of paving Pennsylvania 
avenue (or Old Clay Rank road) with 
brick, on account of unsuitable condi­ 
tions. 


In the first place, a properly con­ 
structed brick 
roadway 
should 
be 
crowned or arched and 
this

should be maintained by well-set curb 
or other abutm ents and the parth out­ 
side should be solid to give needed 
support to curbing. 
The ground beneath the gravel and 
sand bed should be dry. either natur­ 
ally or made so by draining. 
The 
pavement should be of sufficient width 
to allow team s to pass, such even, as 
hay hauling or other heavily loaded 
vehicles, without either having to be 
driven over the outer edge. 
It should have a safe limit of grade 
so that team s with heavy loads could 
take hold without slip, thereby hurt­ 
ing or straining their legs.

It does not affect all 
pickers. 
Tho other is the dark stain­ 
ing of the hands resulting from tho 
resin of the blossom. 
It may lie re­ 
moved by rubbing with the crushed 
greeu leaves of the hop.—San Francis* 
co Chronicle.

A constructive rather than a destruc­ 
tive force implied by the name is "tin* 
man with the adze,” who is sometimes 
econ by early corners to the meat mar 
kets. 
Most persons have doubtless observ 
cd th** large blocks upon which butch 
ors trim their steaks and chops. The 
top of the block is usually as smooth 
as glass, but the constant chopping of 
meat thereon roughens the surface 
eventually. The general Idea seems to 
be that the butcher keeps his block 
smooth by merely sawing off the rough 
section. Such, however, is not the ease. 
Specialism has even entered bere. 
The man who makes a business of 
smoothing (he butchers’ blocks appears 
at the meat markets early in the morn 
big liefore the customers arrive. Rf 
rolls th** big block to the sidewalk, 
then mounts to tile top of it. adze in 
h«*tut 
Bringing it down swiftly from 
a vertical’ position above his bean. tar 
blade is made to pass between bis leg*, 
skimming the surface of the block with 
great dexterity. 
At each stroke a thin layer of the 
rough wood is removed. The operatics 
is continued sufficiently to satisfy t!lt* 
hatcher’s requirements. 
Borne thro** 
hours are ordinarily consumed In 'ii** 
operation, arid at the end of that tim** 
“the man with the adze** finds himself 
richer by $1.—New York Times.
